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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues in substance: 

A) There is not teaching, suggestion or motivation to combine Jones with Zab. 

B) No teachings has been provided for "the custom default file comprises default parameters of a type selected from a group 
consisting of threshold driven parameters and non-threshold parameters." 

In response to Applicant's arguments: 

A) First of all, the motivation to combine the two references does have to be same as Applicant's. Secondly, the Jones and Zab 
references are analogous art as they both pertain to similar art of providing services to network elements. Thirdly, it is true that Zab 
reference does need modification and that is why the Examiner utilized the teachings of Zab to incorporate the provisioning of network 
elements needed in Jones references. Finally, since that two references are from same analogous art, it would have been obvious to a 
person of ordinary skill in the art to combine the teachings of Zab with that of Jones. 

B) Examiner is not sure where the Applicant is going with this particular argument. There are only two options here: threshold 
driven parameters or non-threshold parameters. Thus any parameter would either fall under one of these two categories since they are so 
broad. It is Applicant discretion where the parameters of Jones should be classified under. However, this shows how Applicant is not 
making an effort to moving the prosecution of this application forward. Therefore, if Applicant is serious about expediting the prosecution of 
this application, he should amend the base claims to describe in more narrow detail the true distinguishing features of Applicant's claim 
invention.. 
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
